—President Eisenhower today 
urged all the states to get the 
ball rolling on the 33 billion | 
dollar highway building pro- 
gram voted by Congress.

WOMAN IN COMA 
EXPECTING BABY: 
LIFE AT STAKE 


NEWCASTLE, England, Aug 
16 (AP)}—A woman who has lain 
in a comg for 100 days with a 
brain injury is expecting a baby. 

If 22-year-old Ellen Moore 
does not recover consciousness 
soon, doctors say her young 
salesman husband could be 
faced with a terrible choice— 
whether the life of the mother 
or her unborn baby should be 
saved. The baby is due in three 
months 

Mrs. Moore has been in the 
general hospital here since a 
heavy log, falling from @ pass- 
ing truck, hit her as she was 
wheeling her 18-month-old son 
Paul in a baby buggy. 

Since her deep sleep began, 


she has uttered only three 
words: “Paul mother . 
baby.” 


Each night her husband, Ken- 
neth, has watched by her bed- 
side for four hours 


But day after day, week 
after week. and now month 
after month, it has been the 


same,” he said. ‘It is terrible.” 

Recently he put pictures of 
their son Paul before her ex- 
pressionless eyes in hopes of 
reviving her memory. There 
Was no recognition

» Not content to leave bad enough alone, the 
ex-President summoned another press confer- 
ence Wednesday and proceeded to try to prop 
up his sagging attempt to swing the delegates 
away from Adlai Stevenson to Gov. Harriman 
of New York. 

No one will argue that Harry S. Truman did 
not have a right to express a preference if he 
felt so inclined.

While all is not as !t should be in our economic 
life, the national income today is at its highest 
level in history.

Civil Rights in the Platform 

The 1956 platform of the Democratic party 
runs pretty much true to form. It contains 
progressive sentiments, worthy pledges, more 
or less meaningless phrases and straight-out 
vote bait. Detailed analysis may well await 
comparison with the counterpart definition of 
principles as approved by the Republicans next 
week in San Francisco. 

Meantime interest in the platform adopted in 
Chicago centers chiefly in the civil rights plank, 
the only one that held out any prospect of 
being the cause of a floor fight. As it turned 
out the civil rights plank was approved in the 
form in which it came from the 108-member 
committee. 

But the plank did cause some excitement 
when a minority on the committee fought to 
“strengthen” it. Just before it was adopted on 
a rousing voice vote, a dramatic appeal for 
the plank as approved by the committee was 
made by former President Truman from his 
box seat. 

The rights plank not only recognizes the Su- 
preme Court and cites its decisions “relating to 
segregation in publicly supported schools.” It 
goes on to assert that the Supreme Court's de- 
cisions are “part of the law of the land.” 

In passing it makes the. most of the oppor- 
tunity to “condems the efforts of the Republican 
party to make it appear that this tribunal is a 
part of the Republican party’”—a pointed crit- 
icism of Vice President Nixon's reference to 
“that great Republican Chief Justice Earl 
Warren.” 

In view of how far the plank actually goes— 
it pledges “efforts to eradicate discrimination 
based on race, religion or national origin” and 
charges the Federal Government with living “up 
to the ideas of the Declaration of Independence” 
and exercising “the powers vested in it by the 
Constitution”—it is hard to see what would have 
been gained by the amendment presumably de- 
signed to strengthen it. 

Still other strong points in the approved 
plank were joined in the fourfold pledge to 
eliminate “illegal discriminations of all kinds” 
in relation to: 

1. Full rights to vote. 


2. Full rights to engage in gainful oc- 
cupations. 


3. Full rights to enjoy security of the 


person. 
4. Full rights to education in all pub- 
licly, supported institutions. 


Many of the Southern delegates could have 
found cause for objection in these words had 
they been looking for controversy. But the 
dominant desire on both sides was to avoid a 
split. Not only the Democratic party but the coun- 
try is better off because an acrimonious division 
was prevented by the harmonizing influence 
of Speaker Rayburn and others. 

If the Democrats applied this plank seriously 
over the next four years racial discrimination 
would be greatly reduced. 

The 1956 Democratic standard-bearers ought 
to have no trouble standing on the civil rights 
plank—or running with it. 
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Never Mind That F ungus Soup! 

The British soupmakers may coming out 
any day now with fungus soup, judging from the 
annual report of the Food Investigation Board 
which is published by the Department of Scien- 
tifie and Industrial Research.

Orville E. Hodge’s 10-year sentence in federal 
court in Chicago marks the. beginning of a dis- 
mal, lonely future for the ousted Illinois state 
auditor.

Orville Hodge is going away for a long, long 
time, but putting him behind bars is not enough.

For some years now publicists for 
American business have voiced concern 
that the American novel paints so uni- 
formly unfavorable a picture of the 
American business leader. From Dreiser 
and Upton Sinclair to John Steinbeck 
and Taylor Caldwell the rogues’ gallery 
lengthens depressingly. 

Even when the brushwork does not 
delineate the complete scoundrel, de- 
void of morals or public spirit, the can- 
vas still tends to be unflattering—philis- 
tine “regular guys” like Babbitt, disin- 
tegrating drunks like Dos Passos’s 
slimy two-timing 
Uriah Heeps like J. P. Marquand’s 
Willis Wayde. 

The demand for something more in 
keeping with the board room’s own 
idea of what it sees in the mirror when

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A Frustration to Be Avoided 
We are glad to near that the County Election 
Board is taking a second look at the method it 
used for arranging candidates’ names on voting 
machines at the recent primary.

Later, in spite of (or be- 
cause of) his sound business instincts, 
Bennett went in for hotels rather than 
basic ind . It was left for Shaw to 
score easy Shavian points with Under- 
shaft, the arms man. 

The interwar years raised a small 
crop of novels about business. It may be 
significant that so many were about tex- 
tiles (or coal).

Most important of all it permitted the 
writer to fuse business life with the 
English novelist’s traditional concern— 
class and caste.

The struggle for power is perhaps the 
obvious approach to the joint stock in- 
stitution from the novelist’s point of 
view. The business man may not be 
quite happy about it, though he should 
be thankful that the predatory swoop 
of the shady financier in Mr. Priestley's 
“Angel Pavement,” fof example, gave 
place in “Daylight on Saturday” to a 
fight at least on issues of principle
